of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1949. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1949.  This  has  been  compiled  on  the  lines  laid  down  in 
Circular  2/50  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  vital  statistics  provide  some  cause  for  satisfaction.  The 
birth  rate  is  higher  and  the  death  rate  lower  than  the  corresponding 
rates  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  infantile  mortality  is  lower 
and  shows  a  decided  fall  as  compared  with  last  year.  I  think 
that  this  may  be  regarded  as  a  real  improvement  bearing  in  mind 
the  statistical  validity  of  the  figures  with  which  we  are  dealing. 

It  falls  to  me  again  to  express  regret  at  the  departure  of  a 
valued  Officer  of  the  Authority.  Mr.  Pickering  has  acted  as  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  past  22  years  and  has  neglected  no 
opportunity  during  that  time  for  the  advancement  of  Public 
Health  in  the  District.  Per  hr  p  >  his  most  notable  achievement 
was  in  the  field  of  controlled  tipping  and  a  permanent  monument 
to  his  activities  remains  in  the  recreation  ground  at  Warsop  Vale. 
Further  results  of  his  labours  will  be  seen  in  years  to  come  at 
Gravel  Lane  and  at  Church  Warsop. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  wholehearted  support 
dudng  the  year  ;  to  my  colleagues  in  the  other  departments  for 
their  co-operation  and,  not  least,  to  the  clerk  of  the  department, 
Miss  Clark,  for  her  invaluable  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  the 
report.

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Scabies  and  Pediculosis. 

Scabies  presented  a  very  real  problem  during  the  war  years 
and,  on  a  diminishing  scale,  for  a  year  or  two  afterwards.  This 
was  the  result  of  the  extreme  overcrowding  and  movement  of 
population  prevailing  under  wartime  conditions  and  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  postwar  period.  Scabies  has  now  ceased  to  be  a  matter 
of  serious  concern  in  this  district.  Two  cases  were  treated 

informally  during  the  year  without -resouwc  to  the  Cleansing  Centre. 

recount? 

No  cases  of  infestation  with  body  lice  (pediculosis  corporis) 
were  encountered  during  the  year. 

The  position  with  regard  to  head  louse  infestation  (pediculosis 
capitis)  is  less  satisfactory.  Cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  School 
Nurse,  employed  by  the  County  Council,  who  makes  periodical 
inspections  in  the  schools  and  visits  the  houses  of  school  children 
who  are  affected.  However,  it  should  be  stressed  that  the  care 
of  a  child's  hair  is,  first  and  foremost,  the  duty  of  the  parent  and 
simply  sending  a  child  to  school  does  not  absolve  the  parent  from 
his  other  duties  towards  the  child.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  County  Council  is  now  responsible  for  this  service  in  your 
area  by  virtue  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  A  Table 
of  Clinics,  including  School  Clinics  is  shown  elsewhere  in  the  report 
for  information. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  continued  to  act  as  agent 
for  the  County  Council  in  providing  this  service.  The  statistics 
shown  later  do  not  allow  for  the  fairly  considerable  numbers  of 
children  immunised  by  private  practitioners  prior  to  July,  1948, 
for  whom  figures  are  not  available. 


Laboratory  Service. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  now  moved  to  Goldsmith 
Street,  Nottingham,  offers  facilities  for  investigations  of  a  Public 
Health  nature.  These  facilities  have  again  been  freely  utilised 
during  the  year  and  have  proved  of  the  greatest  value. 


Ambulance. 

An  ambulance  station  was  established  by  the  Notts.  County 
Council  at  Warsop  during  the  year. 


Hospitals. 

Hospitals,  including  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals,  arc  now 
administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  established  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  This  has  not  led  to  any  diffi¬ 
culty  in  liaison,  noticeable  in  some  areas,  between  the  Health 
Department  and  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 


General. 

In  order  to  give  a  complete  picture  it  is  mentioned  here  that 
the  County  Council  is  now  responsible  for  the  provision  of  the 
following  services  in  your  area  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act 
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Health  centres  ;  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  ;  Midwifery  ; 
Health  visiting  ;  Home  Nursing  ;  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  ; 
Ambulance  Services  ;  Prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care  ; 
Home  help  and  a  service  for  mental  health.

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  greatest  quantity  of  refuse  continues  to  be  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Gravel  Lane  Tip.  Controlled  tipping  at  this 
site  has  proved  to  be  a  great  success  and  favourable  comment 
has  been  made  by  visitors  from  outside  districts  who  have  come 
to  inspect  the  tip. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Warsop  Vale  Welfare  Committee 
whereby  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  on  two  dcys  of  each 
week  on  land  belonging  to  the  Committee  at  their  recreation  ground 
at  Church  Warsop  is  still  carried  out.

No  nuisances  have  arisen  from  smoke  in  the  area  during  1949. 
However  close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  National  Coal  Board 
in  regard  to  the  various  spoilbanks  in  the  district.  If  any  outburst 
of  fire  occurs  at  any  of  these  spoilbanks  the  National  Coal  Board 
is  notified  and  action  speedily  effected.  At  Warsop  Main  spoilbank, 
apparatus  has  been  installed  whereby  water  can  be  constantly 
sprayed  on  the  tip  surface.

Slaughtering  on  Unlicensed  Premises. 

202  Notices  of  “  occasional  slaughtering  ”  were  received  in 
respect  of  pigs  slaughtered  by  cottagers  on  unlicensed  premises, 
the  carcases  of  which  were  for  home  consumption  only. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  on  unlicensed  premises  shows 
a  decrease  of  159  on  last  year’s  figures. 


Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  of  all  slaughtermen  and 
also  for  the  stunning  of  animals  with  a  mechanically  operated 
instrument  in  proper  repair.  All  butchers  in  your  district  who 
do  private  slaughtering  of  cottagers’  pigs  use  the  Cash  Captive 
Bolt.  The  pistols  are  examined  from  time  to  time  to  see  that  they 
are  in  proper  working  order. 


Fishmongers  and  Fish  Fryers. 

75  visits  were  made  to  premises  of  the  above.  I  found  nothing 
to  warrant  any  action  being  taken, 
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Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

The  several  shops,  markets,  stalls,  vans,  etc.,  from  which 
meat  is  sold  were  kept  under  strict  supervision  and  minor  infringe¬ 
ments  were  remedied  by  informal  action.

Food  Poisoning. 

There  was  one  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 
Food  poisoning  and  the  general  subject  of  food  hygiene  is  receiving 
a  good  deal  of  attention  at  the  present  time  and  as  this  case  was  of 
more  than  usual  interest  the  following  outline  is  given. 

The  patient  was  taken  very  severely  ill  and  bacteriological 
specimens  indicated  infection  with  a  food  poisoning  organism. 
The  patient’s  history  showed  that  she  had  had  tea  with  a  neighbour 
on  the  evening  prior  to  the  onset  of  her  illness  but  that  she  had 
eaten  a  duck  egg  (double-yolked  ;)  whereas  the  neighbour  had  not. 
Bacteriological  examination  of  a  sample  of  duck  eggs  taken  from 
the  farm  from  which  the  offending  duck  egg  had  been  obtained 
showed  a  number  of  them  to  be  infected  with  the  same  food  poisoning 
organism  and  further  investigation  proved  one  of  the  ducks  to  be 
infected.  This  duck  was  destroyed  and  repeated  samples  of  duck 
eggs  from  the  flock  have  since  been  found  negative. 

It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  duck  eggs  are  particularly  liable 
to  a  certain  type  of  bacterial  infection  and  this  case  illustrates 
the  importance  of  adequate  cooking.
